Concerning the cramped set-up that you have (it is probably 
no more cramped than our own), I would suggest that you get one 
of these iceboxes, for camping trips or for carrying beer, which 
can be obtained at Sears Roebuck or one of the auto supply stores 
for about eight dollars.
